WHERE THE DONATIONS OF THE 
DUPES WEEE DIVIDED. 


ABOUT THE BIG AFRICAN SWINDLE. 


Sharp Negroes Who Have Put Up a Game 
on Their Brethren and Caused Them 
to Turn Congo-ward. 


WasHinaton, January 19.—[Special.]— 
When the 2,000 negroes now stranded in 
Atlanta, waiting to go to Liberia, learn that 
the United States and Congo National Emi- 
gration Steamship Company is a gigantic 
swindle, the chances are they will be anxious 
to have a small lynching bee with Rey. 
Thomas Peek, of Marietta, and Olive Davis as 
leading actors. 

THE HEADQUARTERS OF THE COMPANY. 

The headquarters of the concern is here. It 
is located in a small hut out in that portion of 
Washington known as ‘Hell's Bottom.” This 
place is presided over by a half dozen of the 
toughest specimens of genus African to be 
found in Washington. ‘They are, however, a 
shrewd set. Twoof them, William O’Brien, 
the treasurer, and Thomas J. Clayton, the 
secretary, are employed in the war and 
treasury departments respectively. Then they 
have a white attorney named Tharin, who is 
in the sixth auditor’s office. 

A CONGRESSMAN BROUGHT IN. 

Although the concern on its face is a swindle 
and a fraud, it will bo hard to reach the con- 
spirators by legal means. The company has a 
charter from congress, and through this char- 
ter the conspirators have been working the 
swindle. Perhaps unwittingly, Congressman 
Thompson, of Ohio, is connected gwith the 
swindle. He has introduced a bill in con- 
gress, at the request of the negroes 
composing the company, for the government 
to expend the money due the states, on account 
of the direct tax, is aiding the Congo company 
to transport negroes to Liberia. The bill pro- 
vides for an appropriation of $100 to the com- 
pany for each negro transported to Liberia, 
the company being required to support the 
negroes for sixty days. <A copy of this bill is 
sent on with circulars of the company, which 
promise each unmarried negro man ten acres 
of the richest Jandjin Liberia, granted the

man is to be given twenty-five acres.

T. L. GREEN’S PART. 

Rev. T. L. Green, general manager, keeps a 
shoe shopin a hutin south Washington. He 
says the Georgia agent did not abide his in- 
structions, and that the company might not be 
ready to carry any body for five years; but he 
will give all those who have paid anything 
stock which will entitle them to go when the 
company gets a ship and a government appro- 
priation. 

If, as Peek says, they have collected from 
8,000 negroes $l each, the gang has quite a 
pile of swag to divide. For months past the 
negro, Green, has been receiving piles of regis- 
letters daily, containing $1 and 
a 2cent stamp each. The dollar is for 
passage to Liberia, when the company 
gets ready to startitsship. The stamp is to 
return the certificate, which entitles the holder 
to go on the first ship.

A HEAVY BANK FAILURE. 


Secretary Blaine Said to Bea Large Stock- 
halder, 

KANSAS City, Mo., January 19.—The 
American National bank, of this city, was 
taken charge of today by F. E. Marshall, na- 
tionai bank examiner for the state of Missouri. 
The capital stock of the bank is $125,000. No 
Statement of liabilities or assets can be ob- 
tained. During the early part of last week it 
became known to members of the Kansas City 
clearing house that the American National 
bank was in need of assistance. A n.eeting of 
the association was called, at which a resolu- 
tion was adopted assuring the bank that 
upoh & proper showing assistance would 
be rendered to the amount of $1,000,000 or 
more. -\n investigating committee reported 
to a meeting of the association last night that 
the collaterals offered by the American 
National bank were not such as the banks of 
the association would. accept. This decision 
made the failure of -the bank inevitable, and 
the national bank examiner thereupon as- 
sumed charged of the bank’s affairs. 

The stockholders of the bank are all eastern 
men. Secretary Blaine is said to hold $50,000 
of the stock. 

RUN ON A SAVINGS BANK. 

Asa result of the failure of the American 
National bank, a great deal of uneasiness has 
been created among the depositorsof the Kan- 
Sas City Safe and Savings Deposit bank, 
which is in the same building with the Ameri- 
can National bank, and is supposed by many 
to be connected with it, and there is a tre- 
mendous run on that institution. The side- 
walk was blocked and the doors of the bank 
crowded with depositors anxious to recover 
their savings. The bank is paying all deposit- 
ors proniptly, and officials claim that they can 
meet all obligations. The bank is in no way 
cannected with the American. It is the 
largest savings bank in the state, and its 
officers are the most careful and conservative 
business men of thé city. 

Another Lig Failure.

BIG DAMAGE SUITS 


Which Have Been Filed Against the Cum- 
berland Gap. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., January 19,—[Special.}— 
Judge Howell E. Jackson, United States circuit 
judge, is on the bench in the federal court today. 
No action has yet been taken on the application 
for a receivership for the Knoxyille Southern 
road, now on petition for injunction against the 
Central Trust Company. The court was. engaged 
this afternoon trying the damage suit of Rev. R. 
J. Cooke against the Cumberland Gap Construc- 
tion Company for $15,000, for injuries sustained 
in the memorable Flat Creek wreck, in 1889. That 
Wreck was that of the first train bearing a 
committee of inspection of work, which went off 
a trestle and killed six of Knoxville’s leading 
citizens. Cooke wasontho train going to con- 
jerence, but without a ticket or invitation. It is 
believed that the case will go against him. The 
heirs of the city officials who were killed have 
also sued, Itis thought that they have a much 
better chance of winning. Cooke’s case will be a 
test of all those suits of parties who were on with- 
out invitations. No tickets atali were then sold. 
The train was the first to start over the road. The 
total alleged damages pending growing out of 
that wreck is $275,000.

ALLIANCE PRESIDENT TO BE OUSTED. 


The Farmers of Kansas Place a Detective on’ 
MecGrath’s Track and Are Confident He 
Is Dealing with Republicans. 


T oveKA, Kans., January 19.—The war whch 
was begun on Erank McGrath, president of 
the Farmers’ Alliance, as soon as the Turner 
letter had been published, has broken out anew 
and threatens so play havoc with all caucus 
agreements. 

The judiciary committee which investigated 
McGrath’s alleged connection with the Turner 
letter, has, after more than a week’s delibera- 
tion, decided to request the president’s resigna- 
tion, and the president has fully dicided that 
he will stay till he is kicked out. There is no 
provision in the alliance constitution by which 
he can be ousted, and the president declares 
that he will not resign unless the alliance at 
large demands it, and he wants to know what 
the judiciary committee is going to do about it. 

The resignation of McGrath will be re- 
quested either Tuesday or Wednesday by the 
executive council of that body. President 
McGrath was requested to bring before the 
conunittee an affidavit fiom Congressman Tur- 
ner, Senator Berry and Congressman Perkins, 
exonerating him from any collusion with the 
republican leaders. The president either had 
not attempted to secure this or has been unable 
to do so. 


A detective was then employed to investi- 4 


gate his record for the last three months and it 
was his report to the committee which has re- 
sulted in the alliance president’s temporary 
(lisgrace. 

He is charged with having had frequent 
consultations with Republican leaders and 
having made expenditures from the alliance 
funds which were not in the line of his duties 
as president. 

AN AUXILIARY ORGANIZATION. 


It is understood here that an auxiliary to 
the Farmers’ Alliance has been organized in 
southwestern Kansas, the object of which is 
mutual protection from loan and investment 
companies. There has been a growing inclina- 
tion to have something done among the alliance 
members to prevent the foreclosure of mort- 
cages and subsequent sale of farms on account 
of the non-payment of interest, and this feel- 
ing has become so intense that it has 
at last resulted in the formation of 
this organization, the members of which 
are bound by oath to goto the assistance of 
any member who is in danger of iosing his 
property through the action of parties holding 
mortgages. 

Already this movement has extended over 
the entire southwestern part of the state, and 
members have twice signalized their readiness 
to aid a distressed brother.

Mr. Hoar desired to have the motion stated 
formally. 

Mr. Spooner thought that Mr. Gorman might be 
allowed to go on and state his views without any 
particular formality. 

Mr. Gorman expressed his indebtedness to Mr 
Spooner, who, he said, was alway frank and fair. 

Mr. Hoar explained that if Mr.“ Gorman desired 
to have the journal amended. either substantially 
orformally, he wished to have it stated. If, on 
the other hand, he wished unanimous consent to 
proceed with his remarks he (Hoar) would not 
object. 

Mr. Gorman stated that, under the rules, as it 
stood prior to 1884, debate was notin order on an 
appeal where the original question was not de- 
batable, but that, under the change then made, 
the question of order might be raised at any stage 
of proceeding, and shouid be de ided without de- 
bate “subject to appeal to the senate.”’ Any appeal 
taken on any subsequent question of order should 
be decided without debate. It was perfectly clear, 
he argued, and one which did not admitof two 
opinions, that a rule which had prevented debate 
on an appeal where the question itself wae unde- 
batable, was then abrogated. 

Discussion was kept up until half past 12 
o’clock, when Mr. Gorman withdrew his motion. 
THE JOURNAL APPROVED. 

The journal of Friday was approved, and morn- 
ing business was proceeded with. 

Atlo’clock the elections bill was taken up as 
unfinished business, and Mr. George took the 
tloor. He yielded to Mr. Hoar, who sent to the 
clerk’s desk and had read a letter to himself from 
Postmaster Randolph, of Anniston, Ala., denying 
thé statement made a few days ago by Mr. Jones, 
of Arkansas, tothe effect that Mr. Carnochan— 
the writer of an article in a church paper of Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., which Mr. Hoar had brought for- 
ward—had gone to Little Rock from Cincinnati, 
and stating that Mr. Carnochan had been rector 
of a church in Anniston for four or five years, and 
was a Virginian and a strict party democrat. 

THAT SMART POSTMASTER. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, spoke of “the super- 
serviceable zeal” of Anniston’s postmaster, and 
gave a member of the house and Senator Carlisle 
4s authority for his original statement, which Mr. 
Carlisle corroborated by saying that he had known 
Mr. Carnochan personaiiy fora uumber of years 
as a resident of Covington, Ky., opposite Cincin- 
nati. 

Mr. Morgan wound up that little episode by the 
remark that if the Anniston postmaster certified to 
Mr. Carnochan’s democracy, his democratic char- 
acter would be ruined. 

Mr. George then went on with his speech, be- 
ginning with the statement of peiitical methods 
of apportionment in Connecticut compared with 
Mississippi. 

After exhausting the subject in Connecticut he 
took it up in the state of New York, trom which, 
he said, although it was a democratic state ona 
popular vote, but no democrat had been sent to 
the senate in twenty years (with the chance of one 
this year), the on ype being so arrauged as 
to give the republicans a very large majority in 
the legislature. 

The methods of apportionment in Massachusetts 
next came in review, a8 well as the educational 
qualification for voters. _ 

Then taking up the question in Wisconsin Mr. 
George showed how, in 1865, the extension of 
suffrage to negroes was submitted to the popular 
vote and was rejected by a majority of over 
9,000. 

NEGRO SUFFRAGE IN THE NORTH. 
After a statement of the action of several states

Mr. George proceeded with his argument, 
snating from the views of distinguished repub- 
licans In the reconstruction period, as to the in- 
capacity of negroes to exercise the right of suf- 
trage, and insisting upon it that negro suffrage 
was imposed upon the southern people as a 
measure of punishment for their rebellion and for 
party purposes. 

QUOTING EDMUNDS’S WORDS. 

Mr. George quoted from remarks ef-Mr. Ed- 
munds in the senate to the effect that it was not 
good for the negro to be with the white people in 
Vermont or Massachusetts. ‘This idea,’’ Mr. Ed- 
munds said on that occasion, ‘“‘was based on the 
belief that nafions and races, as constituted by 
the God of nature and by political and geograph- 
ical divisions and arrangements, get on better as 
separate families, with their separate independ- 
ence and their separate institutions 
than if they are amalgamated to- 
gether,” Never, Mr. George added, 
had wiser-words been spoken. And yet their 
wisdom Was only recognized when the question 
was whether it was a good thing for a black man 
and a white man to be together in Vermont and 
Massachusetts, and was not recognized or appli- 
cable to Mississippi or Louisiana. 

Mr. Hawley recalled a statement made by Mr. 
Walthall-some weeks ago as to several counties in 
Mississippi, where most of the offices are held by 
negroes, and asked Mr. George whether it Was 
true that in those counties, the negroes were do- 
ing well and were governing themselves” 

Mr. George turned the question over to his 
colleague. 

WALTHALL AND HAWLEY. 

Mr. Walthall said that in not one of the coun- 
ties referred to had the negroes taxing power. In 
not one of them was there a negro sheriff, or @ 
Majority of the board of supervisors. But in all 
of them the negroes held offices that were con- 
sistent with public and private interests. 

Mr. Hawley—Then, please, let them vote for 
members of congress. That has nothing to do 
with the local government or their taxing powers. 

Mr. Walthall—They do vote for members of con- 
gress and vote peaceably. Inthe very district in 
which these counties (all but one) are situated 
there has been a cuntest going on in the house, 
and it has been given out to all newspapers that 
the republican committee on elections could find 
no ground on which to make a report adverse to 
any sitting member who is a democrat. — 

Mr. Hawley—Then it is settled that in several 
counties in Mississippi, pegroes can vote and have 
their votes counted, without danger to the 
democracy. 

Mr. Waithall—If that be a condition, it ought 
not to be disturbed ; and there is no necessity for 
the force bill. [Applause in the galleries. | 

Mr. Hawley—There is some doubt whether the 
colored vote is to be full in the south. 

Mr. Walthall—I will now turn you over to my 
colleague. ae 

Mr. Hawley—That is a very handsome division 
ofiabor. All sides of the question are taken care of. 

Mr. WaJthall—Very satisfactorily to us. 

_ Mr. George resumed the floor and explained and 
justified his own action in regard to the suffrage 
clause in the constitution of Mississippi. —~ 

After having spoken five hours he yielded the 
floor without having concluded his speech, and 
the senate, at 6 o’cluck p. m., went into executive 
session, and soon afterwards adjourned till to- 
morrow noon.

Colonel I. W. Avery, of Atlanta, Senator 
Brown’s private secretary, feels very much 
outraged with President Harrison because the 
president refused to provide an office for Mrs. 
Lilla Parker, of Atlanta. Mrs. Parker is in 
needy circumstances, and as she is the widow 
of a union soldier, Colonel Avery 
thought the president should provide an 
office for her. When Colonel Avery called at 
the white house, Mr. Harrison told him he 
had no time to attend to such trivial matters. 
Indeed, the president snubbed Colonel Avery 
and the colonel was very angry. Colonel 
Avery says Harrison is a hard-hearted brute, 
without sympathy for even the starving widow 


of a union soldier, and this is practically what 
a ri Goer Matters.

SCHOOL COMMISSIONER. 


The Estimate for the School Fund of 1891. 
Forty-four Per Cent Larger than 
for 1890. 


Yesterday was a busy day in the office of the 
state school commissioner. 

Colonel Bradwell himself was able, for the 
first time in several days, to be present at his 
oftice. 

The commissioner’s letter, giving approxi- 
mate estimates of the school fund for 1891, 
were being mailed to all the county school 
commissioners in the state. 

Tue ConstTITUTION printed several days ago 
the estimates for the year, but for general in- 
formation it is printed in full. 

Fulton county’s share of the fund is about 
$29,366 of that amount; $21,110 goes to the 
city of Atlanta. 

CIRCULAR NO. 1. 

STATE SCHO@L COMMISSIONER'S OFFICE, AT- 
LANTA, Ga., January 15. 1891.—To the County 
School Commissioners of Georgia: In obedience 
to the requirements of law I herein communicate 
to the county boards of education an approximate 
estimate of the pro rata partof the state school 
fund falling to each county forthe year 1891, as 
follows: —————county, about $——_--——-._ This 
pro rata is computed es the basis of the school 
population of 1888, which was the last enumera- 
tion.

They 
are estimated fromthe returns of last year. The 
tax on shows will, it is supposed, be greatly re- 
duced, as this will not bean election year, The 
last item reaches an amount larger than was 
anticipated. It is the tax on $55,000,000, the excess 
over $360,000,000, for which provision was made by 
the general assembly of ’88-’89.

a of the teachers quarterly, did not pass. 

he impression was very pore that both these 
bills passed. They are still before the senate. 

In the general appropriation act, the sum of 
$500,000 was added to the school fund of 1881, to 
which I have already alluded. 

The tax on the excess of $415,000,000 of taxable 
property is devoted to the school fund. This will 
not be available in 1891, and it may be put down as 
a small amount. 

A resolution was passed authorizing the gov- 
ernor and treasurer to borrow $200,000 for the 
school fund for 1891. This resolution was drawn 
in the face of the bill to pay the teachers quar- 
terly, and since that bill failed to become a law, it 
is inoperative. 

An amendment to section 28 of the school law, 
authorizing county school commissioners to hold 
examinations and grant temporary licenses was 
passed. ‘she same amendment gives authority to 
pay teachersa Salary. For your guidance, I give 
the full text of the amendment: 

“No applicant for teacher’s license shall be ex- 
amined on any other day than the one designated 
as above prescribed, except in cases where the 
county board of education shall order a 
special examination. No special examina- 
tion shall :e ordered by said board except 
for good and sufficient reasons, and to weet 
some special emergency. In such cases the 
questions shall be prepared by the county school 
commissioner, or by some competent person 
under his authority, and their contents shall not 
be made known tothe applicant or applicants, 
until the examination actually cominences. 
Said examinations shall be conducted under the 
same rules and regulations as are provided by 
law for other examinations, but the licenses 
granted shall be valid until the next examina- 
tion ordered by the state school commissioner, 
and it shall not be lawful for the county school 
commissioner of any other county than that in 
which said special examination is held to endorse 
a license granted thereunder. The county board 
of education shall have power, if they deem best, 
to employ teachers at a salary. 

I firiniy believe that the lawmakers of Georgia 
will continue the good work so auspiciously begun 
at the late session of the general assembly, and in 
the “fullness of time’ the wise suggestions of 
Governor Northen in his admirable inaugural ad- 
dress will meet with a cordial and generous re- 
sponse. 

It isthe settled policy of tive state to give to 
every boy and girl within her limits a solid, 

ractical Enclish education. To this end, I invoke 
rom you the same valuable aid and co-operation 
which you extended to my distinguished prede- 
cessor, Hon. James S. Hook.

“Strictly Moderate.” 

One of the most interesting paragraphs 
we have seen ina long time occurs in the 
market reports of an esteemed commercial 
contemporary. It is as follows: 

Transactions in jute bagging during the week 
under review have been strictly moderate. Quo- 
tations tonight are 5 cents for one and one-half 
pounds, 54%, cents for one and three-fourths 
pounds, 6 cents for two pounds, and 6%4 cents for 
siandard grades. There has been a limited call 
for jute butts, on the basis of 1.15 cents for paper 
grades and 1%4 cents for bagging quality. 

Rightly viewed, this paragraph is truly 
eloquent. Back of it is a good deal of his- 
tory and considerable humor, and if the 
humor is considered, the history is very 
broad and instructive. It covers, in fact, 
the beginning and the end of the effort of 
the jute bagging trust to swindle the cotton 
planters of the south. When the farmers, 
by means of the alliance organization, be- 
gan their fight on jute bagging the trust 
was in the hey-day of its youth, demanding 
and receiving 134 cents for the two-pound 
grade, and for other grades in proportion. 
For one season, the trust had the farmers at 
its mercy, and then the alliance closed down 
on it with a vigor and an energy that have 
never been for a moment abated. 

The swindling operations of the trust were 
successful the first season, but if the greedy 
capitalists composing it had had a foresight 
equal to their situation they would haye 
been glad to pour their ill-gotten gains back 
into the jug.

Which He Kefases to Talk About—Shake-up 
on the Louisville Southern—A Change 
Here in Atlanta—General News. 

A Nashville correspondent of The Chatta- 
nooga Times interviewed Colonel E. B. Stahl- 
man the other day upon his rumored embarka- 
tion in the banking business. The colonel 
asked to be excused from talking about the 
subject, but the general impression in that 
city is that he will soon abandon the railway 
field for the business of deposit and discount. 
The colonel cannot state definitely whether 
he wil) be able to follow out his long cherished 
idea of a trip to Europe, but he will surely do 
so if his business affairs admit of it. 

Many people think, however, that he will 
not remain disconnected from the railroad 
world for any great length of time, as the bus- 
iness has too many fascinations for him, and, 
besides, is one for which his wonderful ability 
eminently fits him. 


The long-looked-for shake-up has taken 
place on the Louisville Southern road. The 
headquarters of the road go to Cincinnati Feb- 
ruary Ist,and on that date the following official 
will, so says The Courier-Journal, discontinue 
theirconnection with it: 

Mr. James J. Farnsworth, associate general 
passenger agent, and but recently appointed to 
that position by Colonel Wrenn. The East 
Tennessee people will take care of Mr. Farns- 
worth. The entire auditor’s office, including 
Auditor Ford, is let out, but it is said that Mr. 
Ford can be assistant auditor of the Queen 
and Crescent at Cincinnati if he 
so. desires. It is _ said, however, 


that he prefers to remain in Louisville. Miles 
Turpin, the general agent at Atlanta; G. F. 
Moore, traveling auditor and freight agent, 
wil! also go, and while it has not been s0 
stated specifically, it is thought that Mr. 
Bishop Clay, general agent at Lexington, will 
also be on the list. General Manager Wood- 
ard will in all probability sever his connection 
with the Southern, in which event Major John 
F. O’Brien wil take up his duties. A large 
number of clerks are also ‘‘on the list’? for re- 
moval. 

Those who are to be retained are Mr. A. V. 
Lafayette, at present general freight agert; 
John Menzies, contracting freight agent; 
Americus Whedon, city passenger *nd ticket 
agent. 

The Courier-Journal further says: The 
shake-up in the offices.vas caused by the lease 
of the Queen and Crescent to the East Ten- 
nessee. Jéivas entirely unnecessary to have 
two-distinct sets of officers forthe Queen and 
‘rescent and the Southern, and the decision of 
the lessee was that the Queen and Crescent 
should manage affairsin the north while the 
East Tennessee would look after the southern 
end of the consolidation. The authority of 
Traffic Manager Miller, of the Queen and Cres- 
cent, will consequently, it is said; be extended 
over the Louisville Southern, February Ist, 
when Major O’Brien will be placed in direct 
charge of the operative department. Mr. Men- 
zies will look after soliciting freight, while, in 
all likelihood, Mr. Lafayette will be retained 
in charge of the freight department with the 
title of division freight agent. Captain 
Whedon, it is said, will be placed in charge of 
the passenger trattic of the Southern, his title 
being made passenger and ticket agent. 

It is said that at once the lessee wiil, in con- 
junction with the Queen and Crescent, estab- 
lish a through service betterthan ever between 
Louisville and the southern ports, paying 
especial attention to saving all the time possi- 
ble in transportation. 


The Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
road has opened a general eastern agency in 
New York city, with Mr. Carrol H. Smith in 
charge with the title of general eastern agent. 
Mr. Arthur Sinclair, Jr., has been appointed 
contracting freight agent with headquarters in 
the same otfice. Mr. J.C. Meyer has been ap- 
pointed engineer of maintenance of way, with 
headquarters at Americus. 

A complete survey has been made of the South 
Florida and Georgia Air-Line railroad from 
Quitinan, Ga., to Tampa, Fla., and the corps is 
now surveying back on a line via Brooksville and 
Dunnellon, Fla., and other points to a point 
west of Quitman. 

Major James W. Wilson has t@ndered his resig- 
nation as superintendent of the Knoxville, Cum- 
berland Gap and Louisville road. Mr. J. B. Tay- 
lor, late auditorof the company, has been ap- 
pointed his successor. Major Wilson was chief 
engineer of the cumpany, and had charge of the 
co. struction of the road, and when it was fin- 
ished in August, 1889, he became its superin- 
tendent. 


From the general balance sheet, as of date of 
December 31, 1890, submitted by Secretary Tatum, 
of the trustees of the Cincinnati railroad, the fol- 
lowing interesting figures are taken: The trus- 
tees have paid for construction, $18,465,101.09, and 
for maintenance of way, $1,653,938.59—a total of 
$20,119,539.68. Their receipts on account of bonds 
were $18,300,000, and from the Cincinnati Soutbern 
Railway Company and its successor, the Cincinnati 
Railroad Company, licenses, $2,291,896.96, out of 
which sum $711,200.83 were paid to the city. 

The rentals forthe railway underthe existing 
lease, though heavy, do not fully cover the inter- 
est on the bonds, which range at as bigha rate as 
7 3-10 per annum on the first $10,000,000, put will 
dosoand leave muchto spare when, in 1902 or 
sooner, the bonds can be refunded at lower rates. 
The rental, now $912,000 per annum (except $12,009, 
which is for maintenance, etc., of the board of 
trustees), is paid direct to the sinking fund trus- 
tees. It will soon, under the terms of the lease, 
become $1,012,000 per annum, 


The transportation bureau of the Cincinnati 
chamber of commerce met recentiy and adopted 
the following resolutions: 

‘Resolved, That this bureau notices with 
great Satisfaction the recent acquisition of the 

reater part of the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 

‘exas Pacific railroad system by the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad,and the 
increase in mileage of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad by the purchase of the Kentucky 
Central and the extension of the Cumberland Gap 
division to a connection with the Norfolk and 
Western railroad. 

“Resolved, That in these changes, brought about 
by the sagacious management of the above roads, 
and the location of the general management of 
the East Tennessee, Virginiaand Georgia railroad 
in Cincinnati, we see indications of closer rela- 
tions anda large increase in the business for Cin- 
cinnati and of the above roads with the south and 
southeast. 

‘Resolved, That this bureau recommends to its 
members, the chamber of commerce and citizens 
generally, the pursuance of a liberal policy to all 
railways terminating in this city, in affording 
them all reasonable and possible privileges in the 
improvement and extension of their terminal fa- 
cilities within the city limits, and tenders its ser- 
vices in the promotion of this idea.”

Captain McCabe's Oration at the Capitol. 
How the Day Was Spent—The Ban- 
quet Last Night. 

The 19th of January. 

For the secoud time in the history of 
Georgia, Lec’s birthday was observed as a 
legal holiday. The courts, and all the munic- 
ipal, county and state offices were closed.

‘You see,” said Caption McCabe, rousing in one 
of his descriptive passages, “I have to mention 
Mahone a good deal along here, andI like to do 
it, though you must think that I’m a Mahone 
nan in politics.” 

‘That's right,” spoke up an enthusiastic old 
soldier in “He was a great 
soldier.” 

“He was,” said Captain McCabe warmly. 

“You bet,” said another old soldier in the audi- 
ence, and the flood of kindly comment swelled 
into the old rebel yell, and shouts for the soldier, 
Mahone. 

The roll of honor, after the crater, was one of 
the lecturer’s most eloquent thoughts, and every 
hame was cheered to the echo.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 19.—The stock market today 
aas been narrow and, during a greater portion of the 
time and fora great majority ofthe stocks, dull, the 
isposition evidently being to await the outcome of 
the financial legislation at Washington. This, of itself, 
has been sufficient to interrupt the upward movement 
of the firsttwo weeksof the year, and other minor 
matters seem to work, at present, in harmony with 
the cause. Today there wasa heavy bank failure in 
the west, which immediately checked an upward move- 
ment in progress at the time, showing conclusively thre 
sensitive temper of the market at present. One of the 
most influential events today was the exposure ofa 
forged agreement putin circulation to prove that the 
New Haven railroad had made terms for the control of 
the New England road and which was supposed to have 
been the foundation for the late material rise in the 
latter’s stock. The bull movement in it was not only 
stopped short, but a drop of 54 per cent was made in 
it from the final price of Saturday. The supporters of 
the bull movement came tothe aid of the stock, but 
only a portion of the loss was regained, even at the 
best figures of the day, and a material decline is shown 
by the final prices. Industrials were a quiet feature 
during the day, and while Laclede Gas and Chicago 
Gas were specially -~ » » Sugar begins to show evi- 
dence of the selling of long stock, and was weak 
throughout. Outside of the stocks mentioned there 
was little animation, except in Villards, which were 
firm, and St. Paul, which was inclined to weakness. 
The opening was irregular and slight losses were 
scored in the first few minutes’ trading, but a sharp re- 
action brought many of the leaders up about 1 per 
centand New England nearly 3 percent. The bank 
failure, however, checked the buying, and a slow set- 
tling away of quotations marked the transactions dur- 
ing most of the remainder ofthe day, though there 
was a feeble rally in the last hour. The close, how- 
ever, was rather heavy, and generally at a small frac- 
tional decline fr@m Saturday’s figures. The sales of the 
day amounted to: Listed, 187,000 shares; unlisted, 21,000 
shares.

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THE CONGO CONTINGENT 


THE DELUDED NEGROES ARB 8TILL 
HAUDDLED IN THEIR CABINS, 


They Kefuse to Talk to Railroad Men, Plant- 
ers or Newspaper Men, and Are Bound 
Upin Their African Scheme, 


The hegira of the negroes Africa-bound can 
only be compared to the ghost dances of the 
western Indians. 

With this difference, the Indians were war- 
like and the negroes are, so far, peaceable. 

But they are as impertinent a lot as can be 
found in Georgia. 

“T pledge you my word,” said a prominent 
railroad man yesterday, ‘‘we hauled over the 
Georgia Pacific last year some 14,000 North 
and South Carolina negroes, but I never saw 
such acrowd of low and ignorant people as 
those that are now in Atlanta.”’ 

Yesterday a visit to their temporary quar- 
ters on Haynes street showed that the outlook 
is anything but sunshiny for the deluded 
wretches. 

They are crowded into a number of vacant 
houses out there, with a scant supply of bed- 
ding and no furniture; and if a blizzard were 
to strike the city they would be thrown upon 
the charity of the people of Atianta, as they 
have evidently but little cash. 

They are poorly clad, and it would be a hard 
matter to find a seedier-looking lot than the 
Congo contingent. 

Those on Haynes street are from Waco, 
Bremen and other points on the Georgia Pa- 
cific. Their secrecary is a negro named Stone, 
and their agent Luke Hammock. 

They have been camping outat Waco for 
several weeks, awaiting orders to start to Mon- 
rovia. They finally came tobe such a nui- 
sance that the railroad authorities were com- 
pelled to remove them, and agents were sent 
there to get them away. They would listen to 
no reasoning, and when they were told to get 
aboard they tumbled on promiscuously and 
werp brought to the city. 

, Unsuccessful Overtures. 

In the meantime planters from Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas heard of the movement 
and went to Waco where they offered every 
inducement to the negroes to go west. 

They offered totake half a dozen of the 
leading negroes in the movement, carry them 
to their plantations, show them the comfort- 
able homes with plenty of work at good wages, 
ready for them; and if they were not satisfied 
with the outlook to bring them back to Waco, 
free of charge. 

But their overtures were unsuccessful. 

The negroes hooted at the idea, and their 
answer was, ‘‘We have started to Africky, 
where we can have freedom, and we're bound 
to zo.” 

Finally things came to such a pass that a 
man was in danger of his life if he undertook 
to convince them that they were laboring 
under a delusion. 

Had they not been removed when they were, 
there might have been serious trouble at Waco. 

Another difliculty about the matter was 
that the negroes had been enjoined to secrecy 
by the wily agents so that nothing definite 
could be gained from them as to their plans, 
except the fact that they were going to Africa. 

Out on Fraser street there is another large 
crowd of them who have come from different 
parts of the state, and the already formidable 
crowd will be still further augmented by the 
arrival of other parties during the week. 

They themselves have no idea as to when 
they will leave, as they are simply waiting the 
signal from those at the head of the scheme. 
Whether that willever be made is the qués- 
tion. 

Further Negotiations. 

Yestérday the negotiations were renewéd by 
the railroad agents, to get them to agree to go 
west, but without avail. 

Several railroad agents visited them and 
tried to get them to agree to go, and among 
the number was ‘‘Pegleg’’ Williams, the great 
emigrater. Even he failed. 

They would not talk or listen to him. 

Their only answer was that they were going 
to Africa. 

Secretary Stone ran off when he saw the 
agents coming, probably thinking that they were 
officers of the Jaw. After his mind was dis- 
abused, he was still dumb as an oyster. 

They refused to show their tickets, saying 
it was against the rules of the band for them 
to do so, or to divulge any other of the plans of 
the organization. 

They have evidently been well trained in 
the secrecy of the scheme, whatever it may be. 
Treasurer Davis Talks. 

Orange Davis, a mulatto, past middle age, 
who keeps a grocery store at No. 151 West 
Peters street, is one of the treasurers of the 
band. 

He appears to be a well-meaning man, 
and desires to see that his race is not hum- 
bugged. Davis received something over 
$1,000 from the Atlanta negrocs, and others 
from adjacent towns. He was not satisfied 
with the outiook of things, and he decided to 
go to Washington,the reputed headquarters of 
the Congo-American Steamship Association, 
and investigate for himself. 

Davis was seen yesterday, and, so far as he 
was not bound by secrecy, talked freely and 
sensibly. 

He stated that on his arrivai in Washington 
he applied at the office of a gentleman he 
knew, in search of information. 

He failed to tind this gentleman, but he soon 

truck up with a man, of whom he 

causally inquired if there was such a concern 
there as the Congo-American Steamship Asso- 
ciation. 

The gentleman replied, readily, that there 
was, and that he was the secretary of the or- 
ganization, and proffered to take Davis before 
the board. 

Davis met the board, among the members of 
which was a white attorney, and asked about 
the tickets. 
not say just how much, in getting anything 
like tickets, even after two or three days’ ne- 
gotiations. 

Finally the tickets were ready, and, in ad- 
dition to the number paid for, twenty or 
twenty-five others were given him for parties 
who did not send their money to him in time, 
but expressed a desire to join the band. 

Davis says that he did not like the looks of 
the board, and consulted a number of white 
men before parting with the funds entrusted 
to his care, because he was anxious to be sure 
that the people were not going to be swindled 
out of their money. 

Yesterday, in his talk, which was rather 
vague, he seemed to be still troubled about 
the validity of the tickets. He was unable to 
tell the address of the company or the place 
where he met the board. 

When asked the name of the Atlanta 
organization, he said he only knew it as ‘‘The 
African Band.’”’ He did not remember how 
many tickets he purchased, but he had dis- 
tributed most of them among the bands to 
which they belonged. 

The tickets cost $1.02, but he said it was 
against the rules to show the tickets to out- 


siders, and Tom, Dick and Harry, outide of the 
band, would not be sold any of the tickets. 
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He had some trouble, but would’ 


where they 
same here,’’ 

“But how will they live?” 

“They had to work there, and if they can 
get employment here they can dothe same.”’ 

‘Suppose a hard spell of weather were to set 
in, are they not very ill provided to meet it?’’ 

“Well, they’ve got their bedding. They can 
hold out awhile, and surely it will not be long 
before the agents will be ready to move them 
to some seaport to take the steamer.”’ 

‘ “How many are here?” 

“I really couldn’t say. I only know that 
they all register as they come in, and there are 
~ good many of them.’ 

“*Are there more to come ?”’ 

“I suppose there are. Iam unable to say. 
My connection with it has been solely to see 
that they are not swindled out of their money, 
receiving nothing in return.” 

As for the emigrants themselves, nothing at 
all can be learned from them. They will not 
talk, and look on and treat with impertinent 
suspicion any one who seeks information. 

he movementis begining to assume serious 
proportions, as the dumping into the city, at 
this season, of several hundred negroes who 
know nothing of city life, and who have no 
means of support, is liable to work to the 
serious detriment of the public welfare. 
History of the Movement. 

The movement began about six or seven 
months ago,when a number of envoys suddenly 
appeared in this city and neighboring towns, 
and the negroes began holding secret meetings. 

One of these was Thomas Peake, another T. 
F. Fisher, and the third claimed to bea 
native African, named Albert. 

These men began to disseminate the idea 
of emigrating to Africa, where the negroes 
could enjoy absolute freedom and immunity 
from the rule of white men. 

In terms of glowing eloquence, such as thei 
negro orator always has at his command, they 
discribed the riches andthe glories of that 
favored land. Their statements were often 
SO extravagant that it passes belief that even 
the most ignorant cornfield negro could place 
credence in them. 

fhe more intelligent negroes and the white 
people paid little attention to the movement, 
supposing that it was one of the many ephem- 
eral schemes that from time to time obtain for 
awhile, and then die out. 

But the movement was managed in a meth- 
odical manner that shows that it was pretty 
weli planned hy the shrewd men who are at 
the head ofit. Finally some of the better 
educated negroes of the city began to protest 
against the teachings of the envoys and agents 
of the so-called ‘‘Congo-American Steamship 
Association.’’ 

This caused a great stir, and the converts to 
the scheme pulled off from the opponents of 
the measure and the meetings were continued. 

According to the way the agent8 put it, the 
negroes were to be taken across the Ocean, car- 
rying with them their household goods, except 
furniture, for the nominal price of $1.

Arrived there they would find themselves: 


in a country where people live almost without 
work ; would be fed and clothed until they got 
settled, and would be given Jand free of 
charge. 

The Leaders Arrested. 

Finally matters came to such a pass that the 
grand jury took cognizance of the matter and 
true bills were found against Peake and Fisher. 
on the charge of misdemeanor, the allegations 
being that they were doing business as emi- 
grant agents without having paid the license. 

Peake left the city, but Fisher was arrested 
and jailed. He gave bond in the required 
sum. Schell, the well-known negro business 
man, going his bond. 

The meetings were keptup. The arrest of 
Fisher seemed to have increased the en- 
thusiasm of the deluded negroes, who tlocked 
to the hall night after night, drinking in the 
honeyed words of the emigrant orators. 

A few days ago Schell decided to give up 
his charge; and turned Fisher over to the 
sheriff of Fulton cvunty, andhe was again 
placed in jail to await his trial. 

Just when this trial will be granted is not 
known, but Captain Couch, assistant to 
Solicitor O’ Bryan, of the city court, was hunt- 
ting upevidence and witnesses yesterday, so 
that it will probably come off atfas early a 
day as possible.
